Sullivan Stamp Oddities 


Sullivan stamp number fifty-five, 
plate number 19785 upper right 
pane shows distinctly to the naked 
eye a sizable dot a little to the 
right of the center of the general’s 
forehead. Garfield-Perry members 
have inspected three sheets of 
stamps printed from the plate and 
pane indicated and find the identi- 
cal dot in each sheet. 

Sullivan plate number’ 19786 
stamp number forty-four of the 
northwest pane shows a scratch 
from brushing or uncareful han- 
dling, which runs from the “a” of 
postage to the left shoulder of Gen- 
eral Sullivan. And stamp fifty- 
nine on the same pane shows a dash 
in the lower margin outside the 
stamp directly under the “n” of 
cents. 

Sullivan stamp number thirty- 
one on the northeast pane of plate 
number 19784 shows several dots 
in the tail of the right-hand two.

All values except the Yc and 6c 
have now been seen in the new 
small type ordinaries for Albany, 
N. Y. It is known that the 6c has 
been ordered and delivered to the 
postoffice. An interesting freak 
occurs on these, most pronounced 
on the 1c: poor printing makes the 
“RB” of Albany appear exactly like 
a “D”. The editor has seen one 
block of four of the le on which 
three stamps appeared to have a 
D and only one a B. We believe 
this inking freak variety occurs 
because the letter generally falls 
on Ben Franklin’s hair on the Ic, 
and the slant of the hair seems to 
interfere with the proper regis- 
tration of the ink. At any rate, the 
freaks are not nearly so pronounced 
on the other values, 1%c to 10c.

Bremen Ship to Shore Mail 


Mr. Louis J. Guenzel sends the 
advice that the German ship Brem- 
en carries a catapult which will 
launch a Heinkel Plane, carrying 
400 pounds of mail for the United 
States. This plane will be launched 
when the ship arrives 600 miles 
east of New York. This will land 
the mail in New York one day 
ahead of the ship. This mail was 
loaded on the Bremen by the same 
plane on the first day out of Eu- 
rope, thus starting from Europe 
a day later than the ship and gain- 
ing a day at this end, the time 
for mail across the Atlantic is re- 
duced to less than 3% days.
